Federal Judge Denies 
Indian Fishing Rights 
A recent ruling by Federal Judge 
J. 
Stanley 
Webster 
of 
Snokane, 
Wash., denied Indians of the Yaki­ 
ma, Umatilla and Warm Springs j 
tribes the privilege of fishing with­ 
out restriction “ so long as grass 
grows and water flows in the land 
of the setting sun.” 
A treaty signed at Fort Walla 
Walla in 18 55 w'as to have guaran­ 
teed the 
Indians this right, 
but 
Judge Webster held the treaty im ­ 
posed on the sovereignty of the 
state and that the state could re­ 
quire $5 license fees from Indians 
fishing off their reservations. 
The ruling cam e in a test case 
between the state and Sampson Tu- 
lee. 
Attorneys for the state declared it 
w'as not attempting to rob the In­ 
dians of fishing for food any time 
and any place they wished, but that 
the intention was to control sale of 
their catches to com m ercial white 
fishermen, who were evading the 
state’s conservation program. 
In his opinion, 
Judge Webster 
said: 
“ The treaty conferred on the In­ 
dians perpetual easem ent to go to 
their fishing grounds but the Su­ 
preme court has ruled the sov­ 
ereign power of the state shall not 
be restricted.

Some say that owing to the 
inaccessibility of its haunts it will 
never be shot out, but there are few 
spots now in the South Island of 
New Zealand where the sheep farm ­ 
ers have not penetrated and to the 
average sheep farmer the kea is 
W'hat a red rag is to a bull. 
Every­ 
thing is being done to foster the 
idea that the kea feeds on mutton. 
That this bird kills sheep, how­ 
ever, seem s very doubtful. 
No one 
has ever seen a kea kill a sheep. 
It is always the story of someone 
who 
knew' 
someone

whose 
friend had seen it. 
No bird in the 
world is more malignantly libeled 
than the kea.
